also a mandate. And that means 
finding someone to pay for the 
$2 million-plus annual estimated 
cost. 

“It's either fund it through the 
general fund, with taxes, or fund it 
through an enterprise fund, with 
fees, said Public Works Superin- 
tendent Christopher Golba at a 
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June meeting of the town’s Storm- 
water Advisory Task Force. 

At two meetings in June, the 
task force debated which of those 
approaches would be fairest. 
Most infrastructure in town — 
such as roads, parks and munic- 
ipal buildings — is funded by a 
combination of state aid and lo- 


cal property taxes. The larger and 
more valuable a property is, the 
more its owner pays toward the 
upkeep of town-owned facilities. 
Rich Niles, a consultant with 
Amec Foster Wheeler of Chelms- 
ford, Mass., told the task force 
that some communities charge 
a “user fee” based on how much

Safety strategy moving beyond just lockdown 


Educators, police practice new procedures 
for mass Shooting incidents in classroom

A school shooting is some- 
thing no one wants to think about, 
but it’s on John Nettis mind a lot 
these days. 

“Complacency is our enemy 
— we cant think that a shooting 
cant happen here. That’s what 
happened in Sandy Hook,’ Net- 
tis, Agawam’s school safety and 
security director, told a group of 
administrators and department 
heads last week during training 
for new, and more effective, strat- 
egies to fight an active shooter. 
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The current plan for an active 
shooter in Agawam — and in 
many other school districts — is 
the traditional lockdown proce- 
dure where students and teachers 
hunker down and wait to be res- 
cued. Nettis, who worked for the 
Hampden County Sheriff's De- 
partment for more than 20 years 
before being hired in Agawam in 
2016, said it is now “unaccept- 
able” 

According to Nettis, tradi- 
tional lockdowns result in very 
high numbers of people killed or

After a couple short speeches by 
Mayor Richard Cohen, Super- 
intendent William Sapelli, and 
Smith himself, a plaque bearing 
the field’s new name, Gerald “Ger- 
ry Smith Baseball Field, was un- 
veiled on the back of the dugout 
by first base. 

“Its an unbelievable honor. 
Words really dont describe it. 
Definitely one of the highlights of 
my life,’ Smith said. “As the mayor 
said, what's nice about [the field 
name] is that it's going to be here 
probably long after I’m gone. Peo- 
ple will come up and say, ‘Who 
was that guy?’ I really appreciate 
it. This is a brand new field and 
I’m sure there are going to be a lot 
of memories [made] here by play- 
ers out here. 

Smith has been involved in 
making memories on the Agawam 
High School campus for more 
than half a century. In addition to 
coaching 55 seasons of baseball 
at AHS, he spent 30 years guid- 
ing the basketball team and also 
mentoring the young minds of his 
players and their fellow students 
with more than 30 years teaching 
in the classroom. He even taught

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wounded during mass shootings because 
they make easy targets. Between 2000 and 
2012, he said, there have been 219 school 
shootings that have killed more than 150 
people. 

Nettis led a collaborative training ses- 
sion with the Agawam Police Department 
based on strategies from a training pro- 
gram known as ALICE — Alert, Lockdown, 
Inform, Counter and Evacuate—which was 
created after the Columbine High School 
shooting in Colorado in 1999. 

Although the threat of an actual attack 
in Agawam is rare, Nettis said the “it-can't- 
happen-here mentality” hurts survival 
chances for staff and students. 

“We want to stack the deck so everyone 
survives, he said. 

ALICE has trained police departments, 
K-12 school districts, higher education, 
businesses, hospitals and houses of wor- 
ship in the active shooter response pro- 
tocols it has developed during the past 15 
years. It was recently recommended by a 
Massachusetts state task force on school 
safety. 

Nettis was joined at the training session 
by Superintendent Steve Lemanski, and 
Agawam Police officers Robert Burke, John 
Field and Steven Grasso. All have attended 
ALICE'’s training program so they could 
train others in how to respond to an active 
shooter. 

“This is a new era were living in. We 
want to keep everyone safe, said Lemanski. 

Held at Agawam Junior High School on 
the day after classes ended for the summer, 
the session provided hands-on training in 
proactive survival strategies. The tragic 
school shootings in Columbine, Virginia 
Tech, and Sandy Hook have provided les- 
sons on the best ways to survive an attack. 


Several scenarios 

Administrators, taking on the role of 
students, practiced several simulated sce- 
narios. The first one was the traditional 
lockdown. In the next scenario, “students, 
when alerted to a shooter in the school, 
went beyond the traditional lockdown pro- 
cedure of closing the door, pulling down 
the shades and huddling in a corner. In- 
stead, they immediately barricaded the 
classroom door with desks and other furni- 
ture to keep the shooter from entering the 
classroom. 

“The idea is to discourage a shooter. He 
will likely move on to find an easier target 
rather than try to break down a door, ex- 
plained Nettis. 

But if a shooter enters a classroom be- 
fore teachers and students are aware hes 
in the school, they should use countering 
tactics — such as throwing objects to dis- 
tract the shooter — that could allow others 
to escape. 

In a countering tactics simulation, ad- 
ministrators used soft, yellow balls to pre- 
vent hurting Agawam Police Officer Mark 
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Several school administrators practiced coun- 
tering a “shooter” — portrayed by Agawam Po- 
lice Officer Mark Poggi — by grabbing his arms 
and legs. They were warned that this should only 


be attempted if there are no other options. TURLEY

Poggi, who played the shooter. In a real 
attack, students and teachers could use 
books, staplers, backpacks, cellphones, or 
any other objects. 

“Its hard enough to hit a moving tar- 
get from a distance — it’s even harder if 
the shooter has to duck, flinch, or move to 
avoid being hit by flying objects, said Net- 
tis. “Even yelling or loud noises could dis- 
tract him enough so he could be stopped’ 

Administrators also practiced a sce- 
nario in which a shooter suddenly appears 
without warning in a hallway as students 
change classes. Some “students” fled to 
classrooms, locking doors behind them. 
Others rushed the shooter, trying to dis- 
arm him. 

“We don't encourage anyone to try to go 
after a shooter — that’s our job as the po- 
lice — but it may be the only option,’ said 
Burke. 


Life-saving options 

Evacuating the school or going out a 
window or back door when it’s safe to leave 
is another option. 

“The whole point is not to be passive, 
said Nettis. “We want to empower everyone 
in a school by giving them options.’ 

Life-saving options instead of a “one 
size-fits-all” traditional lockdown are the 
goals of ALICE training, said Field. 

“Sitting in a room without any options, 
and hearing gunshots approaching the 
classroom is not a good approach, he said. 
“But this is what weve been putting our 
kids through.’ 

Field said he’s even more convinced that 
ALICE is the right approach after hearing 
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Agawam Police Officer Robert Burke watches as administrators practice a scenario in which a shoot- 
er suddenly appears without warning in a school hallway. While some fled to classrooms, locking 
doors behind them, others rushed the shooter, played by Officer Mark Poggi, and tried to disarm him.

“Were doing this training 
because we dont want a tragedy like that 
to happen in Agawam’ 

The district hopes to have all staff, in- 
cluding cafeteria workers, secretaries and 
custodians, trained and prepared to deal 
with a shooter by the end of the next school 


year. Age-appropriate materials, possibly 
including a video, are also planned to help 
train students in ALICE techniques. 

Nettis said the best way to prepare is 
through practice drills, similar to fire safety 
training. “We'll practice and practice un- 
til they know what to do to respond to a 
shooter, he said.

Leadership lacking 
in budget this year 


gawam started the fiscal year on July 1 with 
AS approved $90 million town budget. What it 

didn't have, at least as of June, was a working 
budgeting process. 

City councilors were still whittling away the dollars 
at a special Thursday-night meeting on June 22, hard 
up against the deadline, because along with those 
missing firefighter hires and sidewalk repair funds, 
preparations for the budget were sorely lacking in 
leadership. 

The mayor's critics on the council say he was less 
accessible than usual this year, and point out that he 
did not attend the council’s budget workshops or the 
final emergency meeting. 

Mayor Richard Cohen says he’s had an open door 
to meet with councilors all spring, and none of those 
critics bothered to walk through it. He said he went to 
budget workshops in past years and it made no dif- 
ference. 

It really doesn't matter who is right. What matters 
is that neither side — not the mayor nor the council 
majority — made enough of an outreach to discuss 
the budget before the June 19 vote to reject it. What 
matters is that faced with a $90 million question, rath- 
er than working toward compromise from the start, 
both sides decided to stay silent and play “chicken” 
with the vote. In doing so, they acted like partisan 
warriors rather than pragmatic leaders. 

Why would the mayor assume that the silence 
of this council, which has disagreed with him on so 
many issues, meant it had no concerns about his bud- 
get? Even if attending budget workshops in previous 
years had been a waste of time, why wouldn't he put 
in the one or two hours this year, just in case? After all 
the time he spent crafting the budget, why wouldnt 
he be eager to address the council — and the Agawam 
citizens watching on the cable television broadcast — 
to explain and defend it? Even if it meant signing up 
for the “public comment” section of the council agen- 
da, or calling his own press conference a half-hour be- 
fore the council meeting, he should have been bend- 
ing over backward to talk about his budget. 

Perhaps more disturbingly, why did the council's 
main budget concerns only come to light on June 19, 
at what was supposed to be the final meeting when 
the budget would be adopted? Councilors spoke at 
great length that night about unexpended money in 
the 2017 budget and the practice of funding “carry- 
overs’ from year to year. They said they had to wait 
until they saw the town auditor report released in 
June to see how bad the problem was this year. But 
the carryovers have been happening for several years, 
and surely the report released in May showed suspi- 
cious unexpended balances that could have merited 
a request for explanation during the June 5 or June 12 
council meeting. At any rate, theres something wrong 
with a legislative system in which a budget sits on the 
table for six weeks, and the councilors main objec- 
tions to it are only aired less than a week before the 
deadline to act upon it. 

The mayor says he'll accept the cuts imposed by 
the council. What he shouldn't accept — and what 
councilors and voters, too, shouldn't accept — is a re- 
peat of this dysfunctional process next spring.

Volunteer sought to report river water quality 


The Pioneer Valley Planning Commis- 
sion is seeking volunteers to participate in 
water quality sampling on the lower part 
of the Connecticut River in Massachusetts, 
including one site on the Agawam shore. 

The Connecticut River will be sampled 
on a weekly basis from the second week 
in July to the first week of October. Volun- 
teers are needed to collect a water sample 
at one site each Wednesday morning be- 
tween 7 a.m. and 8:30 a.m. Samples must be 
brought to the PVPC office in Springfield 
by 9 am. Substitute coverage can be ar- 
ranged by PVPC for days when volunteers 
are unable to sample. A required volunteer 
training will be held on Monday, July 10, at 
5:30 p.m. on the deck of the Jones Ferry Riv- 
er Access Center on Jones Ferry Road, just 
off Main Street in Holyoke.

e Pioneer Valley Yacht Club, Longmead-

The monitoring project, which is now 
in its ninth year, produces water quality 
data that provide a more complete picture 
of the rivers health and understanding 
about sources of contamination. Water 
quality information is posted shortly after 
sampling at www.connecticutriver.us and 
is useful not only for recreational users 
who have direct contact with the waters, 
but for local, state, and federal officials in 
addressing combined sewer overflow dis- 
charges and stormwater flows. Funding for 
this year's program is from the settlement 
of a Clean Water Act lawsuit filed by the 
Connecticut River Watershed Council and 
Earthrise Law Center in 2015.

entire area. The plan also included a con- 
nection to the Walnut Street Extension 
project, but we did not get the funding for 
that” 

On the O'Briens Corner end, the im- 
provements near Maple Street would in- 
clude sidewalk and crosswalk improve- 
ments that would assist the crossing guards 
and walkers coming from nearby Robinson 
Park School. Additionally, the improve- 
ments would connect Springfield Street to 
Shea Park, the Agawam Dog Park, and, in 
the future, trails at Robinson State Park. 

Chase said the O’Brien’s Corner project 
was the most logical place to start, given 
the upcoming three-year bridge project. 

Early estimates are that the project 
would cost about $600,000. There is no 
road widening planned in the project, but 
Chase said that is subject to change as en- 
gineers work on the design. Chase hopes 
to hold a 25-percent design hearing before 
September. 

The initial work on the bridge project 
is scheduled to begin sometime in the fall 
or early spring 2018. Chase said utility and 
other preparatory work could begin after 
the conclusion of the Big E. Chase said if 
the state approves funding for the O'Brien's

Aga- 
wam plans to apply as often as possible in 
future years. If the town can get funding for 
O’Brien’ Corner this year, Chase said the 
next application would likely be for several 
smaller projects.

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roof coverage would pay much higher fees. 
Like water and sewer charges, the storm- 
water fees would be assessed even to prop- 
erties that don't pay property tax, such as 
churches. 

That could result in a large new fee hike 
for the owners of commercial buildings 
and parking lots, regardless of how valu- 
able their land is. It could result in the own- 
er of a $200,000 house paying more than 
the owner of a $400,000 house, if the less 
valuable house had a wider roof or longer 
driveway. 

“Theres no real perfect system for as- 
sessing fees, Niles said. “There's a lot of dif- 
ferent ways to argue equity. 

Both Chicopee and Northampton as- 
sess stormwater utility fees, Niles said. 
The average home pays $7.50 per month in 
Northampton and $8.33 per month in Chi- 
copee. 

One option is to consider all single-fam- 
ily house lots equal, and assess fees on 
a sliding scale for larger properties. In a 
preliminary analysis of the equal-payment 
option, each residential unit would be as- 
sessed $90 to $101 per year, depending on 
budget needs. The other fee-based option, 
with charges increasing for each $1,000 
square feet of impervious surface, could 
yield lower or higher fees based on the 
size of the property and the pavement and 
structures on it. 

An additional complication, Niles said, 
is that not all impervious material directs 
stormwater into the storm drain system. 
The owners of properties that slope away 
from the street, or properties with their 
own internal system of ditches and basins, 
could end up paying user fees for a system 
they don't use. 

Someone will have to pay, however. The 
EPA, as part of a new round of regulations 
for municipal separate storm sewer system 
(MS4) permits, is requiring that all towns 
keep a map of their storm drains and cul- 
verts; test the water quality at each out- 
flow; and make repairs or environmental 
cleanup as necessary. Those tasks have 
largely been ignored in the past. 

“In most communities, the infrastruc- 
ture is not being sustainably managed,

Niles said. “That’s just how it’s always been 
in New England. Some of that infrastruc- 
ture is well past its design life. About 50 
percent of the infrastucture, we don't know 
about.’ 

In the fiscal year that concluded June 
30, the DPW spent less than $900,000 on 
the storm drain system. That number is al- 
ready budgeted to rise in the current fiscal 
year, but the DPW will need more money 
to fully implement the EPA's requirements. 

A preliminary estimate by Amec Foster 
Wheeler would raise the town’s stormwa- 
ter spending over $1.9 million in fiscal 
2019. The money would fund workers to 
create an inventory of storm drain infra- 
structure, additional street sweeping and 
catch basin cleaning to keep debris out of 
the storm drains, an examination of the 
system to eliminate connections with the 
sanitary sewer system, and to eliminate 
illicit discharges, and other tasks. It would 
also repair or replace several failing cul- 
verts and drain pipes in town. 

“These things are real problems out 
there now that there currently isn't funding 
to address,’ Niles said. 

Added Tracy DeMaio, the town's storm- 
water coordinator: “It’s not just the federal 
mandate. The infrastructure is old.’ 

The task force plans to continue its dis- 
cussion on fees and taxes at its next meet- 
ing, in September.

“He was not only a teacher in the 
schools, he coached baseball for 55 sea- 
sons, he owns a driving school in Agawam, 
and he continues to touch the lives as a 
coach and individual in so many positive 
ways that we thought we should honor 
him,’ said Sapelli, who recently retired as 
school superintendent. “Gerry is a good 
guy and it’s nice to be able to remember 
him and honor him for awhile to come. I’m 
very grateful to be here, to be able to share 
this day with Gerry and his family: 

He added: “He’s a special individual to 
me. He had a big impact on my life as an 
impressionable high school student. As a 
young athlete, you look up to your coach as 
a second father and Gerry stepped up and 
assisted me on many different occasions.’ 

Cohen also chimed in, expressing the 
gratitude the town has for all the coaches 
“that we have had, and continue to have, 
to lead our youngsters and set values and 
morals and the responsibility of the game 
itself and to build character. When you 
mention Coach Smith, he’s not Mr. Smith, 
not Gerry Smith, hes Coach Smith. There 
is no greater honor than to earn that title 
from your players.’ 

Gerry Smith Field joins the recently ded- 
icated Lou Conte track, which held a dedi- 
cation ceremony in May. Both the baseball 
diamond and the running track were part 
of an $8.7 million upgrade of athletics fa- 
cilities on the AHS campus. The track sur- 
rounds a new artificial turf multi-purpose 
field that retains the Harmon Smith Field 
name used for the AHS football field for 
several years. 

The new baseball field had already seen 
its first games, as the varsity team moved 
in during the spring season, but Sapelli said 
the schools waited until late June for the 
dedication so that Conte and Smith could 
have separate special moments. 

“Tt was all about timing, he explained. 


“We had a dedication for the track and we 
wanted to keep those separate so that each 
individual would have their own identity. If 
you lumped it together, it would've taken 
away from one or both of them, so we had 
the track dedication for Coach Conte last 
month and wanted to put some space be- 
tween them,’ 

Cohen added, “Weve been trying to 
honor people who have been significant. 
We try to do it while theyre alive, so they 
can enjoy the festivities. Its important. 
Anytime we can honor someone by doing 
something like this, it’s certainly a nice ges- 
ture and an honor for them and an honor 
for the town as a whole — to honor a gen- 
tleman who has given so much so positive- 
ly for so long. 

Following the ceremony, Agawam took 
on East Springfield in the first American 
Legion baseball game on the field, which 
features professional dugouts, fences, a 
built-in irrigation system, batting cages 
and a new scoreboard. Since the field is 
natural grass, only the high school baseball 
teams and the Legion will be allowed to use 
it, for the time being, so the grass doesn't 
get worn out. 

“Its something that we as a communi- 
ty can be so proud of, the entire complex. 
We got more things than we had ever an- 
ticipated. It’s beautiful. It was money well 
spent, said Cohen. 

Cohen noted that the $8.7 million proj- 
ect came in under its $9.2 million budget — 
reducing the tax impact from $54 per year 
to $45 per year, over 10 years, for the aver- 
age house. Of that final cost, the baseball 
field amounted to about $650,000. 

He thanked the School Committee, City 
Council, the Community Preservation Act 
Committee for its large contribution to 
help fund the project, and the community 
for helping build “one of the nicest fields in 
Western Mass.’

Chamber seeks questions for Sept. mayoral debate 


The West of the River Chamber of 
Commerce will host an Agawam mayoral 
debate and West Springfield Business De- 
velopment Breakfast Wednesday, Sept. 13.

Curran makes most of 
opportunity with lronBirds

AGAWAM - Careers can be 
short or long in baseball, but 
making the most of your opportu- 
nities is crucial for any player in 
the minor leagues. 

Seamus Curran, a standout at 
Agawam High School as both a 
first baseman, and a hockey play- 
er, is now Seeing his professional 
career on a bit of an uptick as he 
makes his way into his third mi- 
nor league season, with his sec- 
ond team, the Aberdeen Ironbirds 
in Maryland. 

Curran was promoted to the 
Ironbirds at the end of last season 
after spending his first two pro- 
fessional years in baseball with 
the Gulf Coast Orioles in the Gulf 
Coast Rookie League. 

With the Ironbirds, Curran 
has been making the most his 
opportunities, and it has led to 
increased playing time, and more 
at-bats. 

He has now played in nine 
games with the Ironbirds, spend- 
ing most of his time at first base 
but also as a designated hitter. He 
has 12 hits in 38 at-bats, good for 
a .316 average. 

But more impressive has been 
OPS (on-base plus slugging per- 
centage), a statistic that has be- 
come front and center in mea- 
suring offensive output by a ball 
player. 

His current OPS is .982, which 
means Curran is doing a good job 


getting on base, as well as hitting 
for extra bases. 

Of his 12 hits so far for the 
Ironbirds, five have been for ex- 
tra bases, including a double, a 
triple, and three home runs. Cur- 
ran was always a power threat for 
Agawam when he played with the 
Brownies, but had six homers in 
two seasons with Gulf Coast. 

That’s quite an impact so early 
in the 2017 for Curran, who was 
drafted in the eighth round of the 
2015 Major League Baseball First- 
Year Player draft by the Baltimore 
Orioles. 

Curran jumped at the oppor- 
tunity to sign with Baltimore and 
go to the minor league and begin 
working on his craft with the hope 
he can continue moving through 
the Orioles system and figure into 
their major league plans. 

Curran currently has a four- 
game hitting streak going, and 
has registered a hit in six of his 
last seven games. 

He has also shown some re- 
siliency early on, when just one 
day after having a three-strikeout 
game against the Connecticut 
Tigers, Curran would come back 
in the next game with the Tigers 
with a 4-for-5 performance, the 
first four-hit game of his career. 
He registered three singles and 
a double, drive in two runs and 
scored twice.
